PLANTING AND CULTURE 
Our Tall Bearded Irises are among the 
easiest of all garden plants to grow. 
Plant in any good, well drained soil, in 
full or at least half sun, two to three 
feet apart, covering the rhizome with 
about an inch of soil. Firm well, using 
the feet; water, and keep moist until 
well established. Water occasionally 
thereafter, if too dry, but not too late 
in the fall. Safe fertilizers are bone 
meal and well rotted compost. Others 
may be used with caution, keeping 
well away from the plants. Clumps 
will need dividing in perhaps three 
years, shortly after they have bloomed.
